In accordance with Hawai’i Revised Statutes (HRS) Section 243-5, as
amended, and Section 5-1.1, Kaua’i County Code 1987, as amended, the purpose of
this resolution is to repeal Resolution No. 2013-47, Draft 3, and to decrease the
County fuel tax levied and collected from seventeen cents (l7q~) per gallon to
thirteen cents (l3q~) per gallon of liquid fuel effective January 1, 2019. Upon the
expiration of the County of Kaua’i surcharge on state tax, the County fuel tax levied
and collected shall be increased by four cents (4ç~) per gallon of liquid fuel.

RESOLUTION DETERMINING THE
COUNTY OF KAUA’I FUEL TAX RATE AND

REPEALING RESOLUTION NO. 20 13-47, DRAFT 3

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COUNCIL OF THE COUNTY OF KAUA’I, STATE
OF HAWAI’I:

WHEREAS, the purpose of this Resolution is to ensure the long-term viability
of county roads, and ensure that the County has a road system good enough to serve
the needs of a growing economy; and

WHEREAS, fuel and vehicle weight taxes and registration fees are deposited
into the County’s Highway Fund and have been a source of funding for roadway
maintenance; and

WHEREAS, pursuant to Act 001, Session Laws of Hawai’i, First Special
Session of 2017, the State Legislature extended the opportunity for each county with
a population equal to or less than five hundred thousand to adopt a surcharge on
state tax (“surcharge”) before March 31, 2018; and

WHEREAS, pursuant to Hawai’i Revised Statutes Section 46-16.8(d), funds
derived from the surcharge shall be expended on (1) operating or capital costs of
public transportation within each county for public transportation systems, including
public roadways or highways, public buses, trains, ferries, pedestrian paths or
sidewalks, or bicycle paths; and (2) expenses in complying with the Americans with
Disabilities Act of 1990 with respect to paragraph (1); and

WHEREAS, the County Administration has identified approximately
$346,861,000 in roadway and bridge maintenance projects to be funded with revenues
derived from the surcharge, which will lessen the burden on residents to contribute
the County’s Highway Fund; now, therefore,



BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COUNCIL OF THE COUNTY OF KAUA’I, STATE
OF HAWAI’I:

SECTION 1. The County of Kaua’i fuel tax per gallon of liquid fuel,
authorized by Chapter 243, Hawai’i Revised Statutes (HRS), as amended, is
thirteen cents (130) per gallon of liquid fuel and zero cents (Oç~) per gallon of biodiesel.

The fuel tax shall be increased by four cents (4ç~) per gallon of liquid fuel upon
the expiration of the County of Kaua’i’s one-half percent surcharge on state tax.

SECTION 2. Chapter 243, HRS, as amended, requires that the County
of Kaua’i fuel tax be set by resolution.

SECTION 3. Resolution No. 20 13-47, Draft 3, is hereby repealed.

SECTION 4. Copies of this Resolution shall be transmitted to the Mayor,
Director of Finance, and the Director of Taxation of the State of Hawai’i.

SECTION 5. This Resolution shall take effect on January 1, 2019,
concurrent with the implementation of the County of Kaua’i one-half percent
surcharge on state tax.
